Quebec labour leaders, returning Irom a tour ol the James Bay 
hydro-electric development, have charged that "productivity 
comes before workers" at the project's three main construction 
sites. 

Louis Laberge, President ol the Fédération des Travailleurs du 
Québec, declared at a news conlerence yesterday, that "during my 
entire life with unions, lhave rarely had occasion to see such 
disregard for workers through all kinds of constraints, abusive 
controls and the excessive authoritarianism they are constantly 
subjected to." 



Laberge accompanied two 
other heads of unions affiliated 
with the Provincial Construc- 
tion Trades Council on the visit 
to the construction sites of 
LG-2, LG-3 and Duncan. Guy 
Dumoulin, another union of- 
ficial, related three specific 
cases of what he charged was 
abuse of power on the part of 
the Société d'Energie de la Bale 
James.

Call for action 

"My brief stay on James Bay 
site has convinced me of the 
need for immediate action to 
improve working conditions for 
the project's 15,000 employ- 
ees", Dumoulin said. 

"The Société d'Energie de la 
Baie James acts like a queen 
and mistress at James Bay with 
Its unique preoccupation with 
productivity. In these circum- 
stances it is not surprising that 
working conditions and the 
quality of life of our workers are 
relegated to the background 
and are often completely ig- 
nored," Dumoulin charged. 

James Bay not 
a white elephant 



Meanwhile, Energy Minister « 
Guy Joron, who has also Just 2 
returned from a visit to LG 
lauds the project as "the best 
decision that was ever made." 
This is a dramatic change of 
attitude since last year when 
the PQ was calling James Bay a 
"white elephant". 

The first phase of the project, 
harnessing the LaGrande River, 
is expected to be completed by 
the early 1980's. Construction 
costs for the 15,000 megawatt 
development were estimated at 
$16.2 billion by former natural 
resources minister Jean Cour- 
noyer, up from original projec- 
- tions of $6 billion.

MCM ired at city's stand

At a press conference held at 
City Hall Monday, the 
Montreal Citizens' Movement 
voiced support for the munici- 
pal public works empjoyees 
who voted Saturday to exercise 
their right to strike. In a news 
release, the MCM called the 
refusal of the Drapeau admin- 
istration lo negotiate "machia- 



vellian", and its "repressive 
measures" calculated "to cre- 
ate a virtual climate of 
psychological violence". 

The City has refused to 
negotiate with the workers 
since July 5. By not doing so, 
MCM spokesmen alleged, the 
City is jeopardizing the best 
interests of Montreal citizens, 
since vital community services

Students Will pay up to 20% 
more for textbooks this year, 
according to G.A. Ramsay, 
Manager of the McGill Book- 
store. Two major reasons can 
be attributed to the steep in- 
crease: inflation and the 
Canadian dollar devaluation. 
Inflation accounts for approx- 
imately 10 % of the rise. 

Many McGill textbooks are 
published in the US causing the 



additional markup because of 
the drop in the Canadian dollar. 

However, Ramsay explained 
that the US can produce text- 
books at . a lower cost than 
Canadian companies because 
of the quantities they print. 

Although the hikes are not 
particularly appealing, Ramsay 
assured the Dally that the 
bookstore was a "break-even" 
organization. The mark-up on 
books is only 20%, covering 



shipping and administrative 
costs. But as the price of 
books increases, so does the 
profit. Ramsay claimed that 
the bookstore has actually lost 
money in the past. 

The only hope for students Is 
that Canadian distributors re- 
ceived their books before the 
dollar took its plunge - or better 
still, that Canadian companies 
begin to print textbooks at 
competitive prices.

also at Issue. Union leaders 
seek a 14.4% wage increase to 
gel parity with Toronto. 
Toronto workers' salaries were 
raised to $6.07 this year. 
Presen' Montreal workers' 
salaries are $5.30, to which the 
City has offered increases of 
8.5% ($5.76). The MCM called 
this offer pure "paternalism", 
since it does not coincide with 
average salary increases for 
suburban municipalities in 
Montreal, which have been 
between 12-13% in the past. 

"Drapeau's administration is 
simply nol negotiating in good 
fai'.h", said Arnold Bennett, 
MCM councillor for NDG. 
"After the Olympics, they 
couldn't care less for the blue 
collar workers. They're trying to 
show how strong they are by 
standing up to workers, but by 
doing so they're willing to 
deprive Ihe public of basic 
services". 

Since the first demonstra- 
tions by the blue collar workers 
on June 30. the City has tried to 
crack down on the union. The 
administration has been re- 
sponsible for 800 man-days 
lost by the layoffs. In addition 
5000 disciplinary notices have 
been issued by the City to 
union members. 700 law suits 
presented to Labour Court, and 
20 suits to City Court. 

So far labour relations are at 
a standstill. The MCM echoed 
union sentiments by stressing

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New intramural goals

A year ago at this time, w hen 
Jean Claude Lanthler first took 
control of the men's intramural 
athletic program at McGill, he 
established several goals for 
himself. In less than twelve 
months time, Lanthler's goals 
have, to some extent, come to 
fruition. 

"When I first came to McGill, 
I wanted to change things 
drastically for the better," 
confesses Lanthler. "It took me 
some time though to meet all of 
the people involved with the 
program and get their opinions. 
But regardless, there were 
several things that I wanted to 
see done." 

One of these personal goals 
was for the Athletic Department 
to provide the intramural, 
instructional and recreational 
facilities at McGill with a more 
unified position. This end was 
partially realized when Lanthler 
this year assumed the position 
of Co-ordinator of Intramural 
and Recreational Programs at 
McGill. With the considerable 
help and advice of Mary-Irene 
Parker, Lanthler now has the 
responsibility of administering 
to the needs of several 
programs. While men's and 
women's intramurals at this 
school are technically still 
separate entities, at least the 
two are now more cooperative, 
unified, organizations. For this 
reason, there has been a 
standardization of rules, poli- 
cies and forms for the two 
groups. 

Lanthler's second goal, as 
could be expected, was to see a 
visible increase in student 
participation In intramural 
athletics. It was his position 
that such an increase could be 
encouraged through a stream- 
lining of antiquated rules and 
more efficient usage of existing 
facilities. Through the elimina- 
tion of the ten minute grace 
period for late-arriving partici- 
pants, a rule change which 
Lanthler personally pressed 
for, up to fifty percent more 
actual playing time can be 
squeezed out of such overwork- 
ed venues as the Currie Gym 
and Molson Stadium. In 
addition, both the gym and the 
Winter Stadium will stay open 
one hour later this year than In 
previous years. 

Last year's enrolment figures 
reveal the fact that 1976-77 was 
indeed a banner year for 
intramural participation. The 
number of outdoor soccer 
teams increased by 150%, 
while indoor participation 
increased by 100%. Floor 
hockey players requested a 
longer season in order to 
accomodate more entries. All 



of the ice hockey leagues were 
filled with the maximum 
number of teams. Overall, more 
than 4,000 students got 
involved with intramural sports 
last year. 

In spite of all of these 
changes, Lanthler sees room 
for furthr Improvement in the 
McGill program. One such area 
concerns the potential unifica- 
tion of men's and women's 
student athletic councils. In 
support of this move, Lanthler 
cites the fact that "Men and 
women students work and 
study together, but never really 
communicate on important 
issues of interest to both 
sexes." 

One area which is not likely 
to be changed is that of the 
intramural budget, which Is 
woefully small In view of the 
large student participation 
involved. Lanthler controls a 



budget which barely covers the 
cost of new equipment, 
Instructors, student referees, 
tournament organization, and 
other things. Any improve-, 
ments fostered under his 
guidance come under the final 
constraint of budget. If an 
improvement costs too much, 
that improvement Is not made. 

"When you talk to me next 
year at this time," Lanthler 
concludes, "I hope to be able to 
tell you two things: that our 
two intramural budgets have 
been consolidated and that two 
separate student athletic coun- 
cils are only a vague memory." 
Should he continue to move 
along as consistently in his 
second year as he has in his 
first, Lanthler will. undoubtedly 
achieve these goals, as well as 
many others, by next Septem- 
ber.

Registration for instructionals 
to be held on Saturday 



Which McGill program re- 
corded 4900 registrations last 
year, appealed to slightly more 
women than men, Involved 
many Interesting courses, and 
did not cost students an arm 
and a leg? Education? The 
Student Society? No. The 
answer Is, surprisingly enough, 
the Athletics Instructional 
Program. This is that time of 
year again when several 
thousand students went their 
way up to the Currie 
Gymnasium to register for 
everything from Disco Dance to 
Weight Training. In exchange 
for a nominal $1 .00 service fee 
per course, students can avail 
themselves of excellant In- 
struction In the activity of their 
choice. For those students who 
are new to McGill, this is not 
something to be taken lightly. 
Not only do students receive 
Instruction In any number of 
activities, they get to use the 
Athletic Department's equip- 
ment and facilities, plus meet 
many Interesting people. 

It Is fair to say that over the 
last few years the Athletics 
Instructional Program has 
become a viable part of student 
life at McGill. All students have 
a certain amount of free time, 
and, for many, activity through 
sports is a pleasurable way to 
spend that time. The Instruc- 
tional Program has been 
organized in such a way that at 
almost any time of the day 
something is being offered. If a 
course is very popular, such as 
tennis, many sections will be 



available at many times and 
levels. Maximum student parti- 
cipation is the basis of this 
program. 

The purpose of all the 
instructional courses Is basic- 
ally to teach beginners or 
novices how to play, dance, 
swim, or whatever. The 
program does not profess to 
produce experts in "six easy 
lessons". Students learn the 
basics through - group and 
Individual instruction, but after 
that, it's up to them. However, 
some courses do provide a 
natural progression toward 
excellence. Aquatics is a good 
example. A student can begin 
his university career as a Red 
Cross Junior and finish with his 
Instructor's Certification. The 
"Beit System" of Judo also 
follows a natural progression. 

Several activities, dance, 
golf, karate, archery, skating 
and yoga among them, allow a 
place for participants who are 
not Just beginners. Generally 
speaking, these activity 
courses give students a chance 
to learn something in an 
enjoyable atmosphere, at the 
time of their choosing, and 
without the pressure of exams 
and marks. All the Department 
of Athletics asks is that if the 
student signs up for a course, 
he should, in fact, show up, as 
the demand for spaces is 
always great. 

So how does it work? To take 
an Instructional course, it is 
necessary to attend one of the 
registrations. Almost all of the 



courses are offered in both the 
fall and winter terms. Some are 
even programmed to run twice 
per term (squash and tennis). 
Each term features a major and 
minor registration. The minor 
•registration usually Involves 
only five or six sports, often of 
a seasonal nature, and occurs 
midway through each term. The 
major registration handles 
slgn-ups for the bulk of the 
program. This term, the date to 
remember Is Saturday, Septem- 
ber 17. The doors will open at 
the Currie Gymnasium at 10:00 
am and interested students are 
reminded that lineups can start 
at any time. An added feature 
of the registration date Is the 
Canadian Intercollegiate Soc- 
cer Tournament going on ail 
day in Molson Stadium, and the 
Redmen football game at 2:00 
pm. Students can really make a 
day of it at the Currie-Molson 
Athletic Complex. 

When one arrives at the 
gymnasium to register It Is 
necessary to line up. Hope- 
fully, this wait will not be too 



long. At 10:00 am, students 
will be admitted to the actual 
gym. To avoid crowding and 
pushing, they will not all be 
admitted at once. Inside the 
actual registration area (Gym 
% ), one simply goes to the 
table advertising the activity of 
his choice, asks for a specific 
section, and is given a blue 
card. The registrant fills in the 
blank spaces on the front of the 
card, turns it over, and signs 
the waiver. He repeats this 
procedure if he wishes to take a 
second course. Finally, the 
student takes his blue card(s) 
and $1.00 per course to the 
cash table and is registered. It 
is suggested that students 
bring their McGill ID cards and 
have a second choice in mind In 
the case that their initial 
chosen course and or section 
happens to be full.
